dents from Mary Cabral's anatomy and physiology 
classes visited their class. The Old Rochester Regional 
High School juniors came to share what they had learned 
about the eye with the younger students, bringing with 
them three sheep eyes for dissection.

board's recent discussion with Police Chief William 
Przybylek regarding payment for third-party detail work. 

The first grievance was brought because a Re- 
serve Officer was allowed to work the 12:00 midnight to 
8:00 am shift in the same car with a full-time officer.

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detail payments. The town established a policy whereby it 
funds an account to pay patrol officers who work so- 
called third-party details in town and they then seek 
reimbursement from the private contractors. Large 
contractors are allowed to hire police details without 
paying upfront, and smaller companies are required to 
prepay. Chief Przybylek recently suggested that smaller 
subcontractors be exempt from the prepayment demand 
because it is often difficult to find someone to accept 
payment when early-morning details begin. 

Officer Small was concerned that this matter was 
discussed without Police Brotherhood input as it is 
stipulated in their contract with the town. 

"The town provides a service and we've tried to 
do our part so you don't have to wait too long to get paid 
for private details," Chairman Ryan said. "If Verizon isn't 
paying ... you're not going to get paid. One of the things 
we were trying to do was to try and allow them not to 
have to prepay. We were going to allow them 30 days to 
pay the first bill ... instead of punishing them afterwards. 
The taxpayers are supplementing this account, we don't 
have to do this, we were trying to be helpful. We need a 
little accommodation here." 

Chairman Ryan went on to suggest that police 
officers could be required to bill such companies directly 
for their services, which is done in many communities. 
The town could also save money by allowing so-called 
"flag men" to be hired in place of police officers at a lower 
hourly rate.

"We discussed a problem, the (police) chief came 
to us with an issue/ 7 Chairman Ryan said. "If the Brother- 
hood wants to pay to bond every one of the dispatchers to 
handle funds, then we can look at doing that, too/ 7 

"The chief wanted the department to get the 
money, 77 Selectman Parker said. "He was proposing this to 
benefit the Brotherhood. The town doesn't benefit either 
way. That was the only reason he came before us. 77 

"The Brotherhood (was) not happy with the 
board deciding that we won't make people prepay 
anymore, 77 Officer Small said. 

"I'm talking about the fact that the taxpayers have 
to pay very high rates when we have (detail) work done 
in this town, 77 Chairman Ryan said. "We just got notifica- 
tion today that we're $35,000 in the hole on our Cherry 
Sheets. We need to find ways to benefit the town." 

"We just wanted to put the brakes on not having 
them prepay," Officer Small said. 

"I think it would have been better if we had 
gotten a letter from you," Chairman Ryan added, saying 
she didn't think it was worthy of filing a grievance. "It 
was a conversation (between the board and the police 
chief) — it hasn't been implemented." 

The board next received an invitation from the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee, the Coalition for Buzzards Bay, and 
the Rochester Conservation Commission for a press 
conference to be held on Wednesday, August 7 at 9:00 am 
at the Rounseville Family Homestead which was recently 
placed under a conservation restriction. 

The board received a letter of interest from Jean 
Rose who would like to serve on the Housing Opportu- 
nity Partnership (HOP). The board unanimously voted to 
appoint Ms. Rose to HOP as requested. 

The board received Cherry Sheet figures citing 
Chapter 70 local aid from the state. Chairman Ryan noted 
a loss of $35,976 from last year's allocation.

the 28.5 hours weekly as originally planned, so they won't 
need to hire another part-time driver. 

• Discussed complaints from residents about 
people swimming and beaching at Mary's Pond. "We do 
not have a beach there yet/ 7 Chairman Ryan said. "I 
would like to see plans for a potential beach. They can 
swim (in the pond), but they're not allowed to beach — 
they can't put a blanket down. It's going to be a town 
beach eventually, it's going to be private and require a 
sticker issued from the Town Hall for Rochester residents 
only. There will be two kinds of stickers — one for swim- 
mers and one for fishermen." 

Resident Georgia Chamberlain said she's been 
proponent of establishing a beach for Rochester residents 
at Mary's Pond for over 20 years and she's disappointed it 
has taken so long to come to fruition.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

When can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily Start with "come, sit, stay" and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

Telemarketing Bill Enacted 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced recently that the legislature sent 
a bill to the Governor's desk that will allow consumers to 
stop telemarketers from calling them at home. The bill 
gives Massachusetts residents the opportunity to place 
their names on a "do not call list" that will be maintained 
by the State's Division of Consumer Affairs. 

"This bill represents one of the most important 
consumer protection initiatives to pass through the House 
in several years," Representative Straus said. "Massachu- 
setts citizens will finally have the ability to protect their 
privacy at home from unwarranted intrusions from 
telemarketers." 

Under the bill, which was originally sponsored by 
Representative Straus, Massachusetts residents would 
simply have to call a toll-free number, or apply via the 
Internet, to add their name to a "no call" registry. Once 
this registry is established, telemarketers will be prohib- 
ited from calling residents whose phone numbers are on 
the list, or will be subject to prosecution by the Consumer 
Affairs office. The penalties for telemarketers who call 
residents on the list are fines of up to $5000 per violation. 
Representative Straus noted: "There would be no charge 
to residents who wished to register for this list." 

"It is my hope that if the Governor signs this 
important piece of legislation, the no-call list will be up- 
and-running for Massachusetts residents by January 1,

A 
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Leap of Faith

Signs. Starring Mel Gibson and Joaquin Phoenix. Directed 
I by M. Night Shyamalan. Running time: 107 minutes. MP A A 
rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Signs is a thriller of the classical school — a bump-in- the-night 
thriller — with the globally simultaneous unease of the days alter 
September 11 informing every scene, even though the script was 
completed well before that day. Writer-director M. Night Shyamalan, 
who made The Sixth Sense and Unbreakable, never met an ominous 
hush he didn't like. This 32-year-old already has the rigorous 
control of a seasoned master of tension; the audience leans forward 
with pleasure, relieved to be seduced by a movie instead of raped. 
Shyamalan takes his time, drawing out the exquisite silences, the 
small trembling portents of terror. He's often been likened to Steven 
Spielberg, but for me the more useful comparison is to producer Val 
Lewton and director Jacques Tourneur, who collaborated on some 
of the finest dread-ridden supernatural horror of the 1940s. 

Clearly with encouragement from the director, Mel Gibson 
holds himself in — way in — as Father Graham Hess, a widower 
and father of two. Glazed over with grief and existential despair — 
Graham has left the church and no longer believes there's a 
benevolent creator watching out for us — Gibson, I think, permits 
himself a brief smile exactly twice in 107 minutes; the performance 
makes Bruce Willis' elaborate gloom in Unbreakable look pink-faced 
with glee. Yet it works; Gibson is belie vably hollow, fed up with the 
great failed love between him and his god. When strange things 
start happening around Graham's Pennsylvania farm, he's not in 
much of a position to comfort his kids, Morgan (Rory Culkin) and 
Bo (Abigail Breslin), or his younger brother Merrill (Joaquin 
Phoenix), who lives in a spare house on the land. They want to 
believe in something; he believes in nothing. 

A tauntingly perfect pattern in the crops, dogs barking, the 
stalks of corn rustling — Shyamalan lays each hint of the uncanny 
in place. This director likes to take pulpy premises and make them 
small-scale and personal; here, it's as ifhe took the brief scene at the 
beginning of many alien-invasion movies — the rural family 
discovering possible evidence of intruders, soon forgotten when 
the main plot of Earth Vs. Them kicks in — and stayed inside that 
scene for the whole movie. Except for a few flashbacks to a past 
trauma, and a scene where the family goes into town for pizza, Signs 




more or less locks itself behind the doors of the Hess farmhouse; it 
has some of the claustrophobic, they' re-out- there paranoia oiNight 
of the Living Dead and Assault on Precinct 13. 

Some may feel that Shyamalan stumbles in the home stretch, 
both by drawing back the curtain on the unknown (a bit like when 
the studio demanded a shot of a leopard in Jacques Tourneur' s The 
Cat People) and by bringing several elements — a baseball bat, the 
little girl Bo's half-finished glasses of water — together with too 
neat a click. There's still a little too much voilal showmanship in 
Shyamalan; the final ten minutes or so probably weren't necessary. 
But, God, is he ever skilled at set-up. And by staying with this small 
family — and with Graham's crisis of faith, imported from other 
movies (more recently Prom Dusk Till Dawn) though it is — 
Shyamalan has once again made a drama that happens to have 
supernatural dapplings. 

Signs has flaws — potentially fatal structural flaws — but they 
don't matter to me. What matters are the moments, which snowball 
into the convincing heft of emotion. I won't soon forget the manic- 
depressive dinner, which Graham senses may be the family's last; 
the scene both evokes and equals the mashed-potatoes bit in 
Spielberg's Close Encounters (Gibson sets a new standard for 
tormented eating; the moment is both funny and heartbreaking). 
The movie is about Graham's telling each of nis children how they 
were born — Bo came out calm and nappy, Morgan came out with 
a bloody struggle. It's about Joaquin Phoenix's tone as he relates an 
embarrassing adolescent story about the first eirl he almost kissed. 
It's about the look on Gibson's face when Granam sees his child in 
the grasp of certain death. Unlike Shyamalan' s previous two big- 
twist movies, Signs goes out not with a bang, but with a whisper.

Meet the New Boss

It's always intriguing to see how current events can 
be viewed through the artistic prism of a writer or musi- 
cian. The better artists always allow their experiences and 
emotional responses to color their work, so it's not sur- 
prising that nearly a year after the tragedy of September 
11, we get a refreshing and brisk earful of rock reaction 
from The Boss himself. 

The Rising is the first new collection of music from 
Bruce Springsteen and the E Street Band since 1984' s Born 
in the USA and an expected coda to the band's successful 
reunion tour two years ago. New Jersey's native son has 
always had a soft spot in his heart for his hometown's big- 
ger cousin, so it's not surprising that he would want to 
write a passionate sympathy card for the Big Apple. What 
is surprising is how vibrant and strong this session is. In- 
stead of wallowing in grief and despair, Springsteen ral- 
lies for pride and dignity in the aftermath ... the image of a 
Phoenix rising from the ashes is surely what inspired the 
album's title track and what permeates this solid, 15-track 
collaboration. 

Every track seems to resonate with indelible images 
of the World Trade Center's twin towers crumbling, the 
months of clean-up at Ground Zero, and the sacrifice of 
those brave men and women to save others. "Into the Fire" 
is a fitting tribute to this latter legion: "I need your kiss, 
but love and duty called you someplace higher / Some- 
where up the stairs, into the fire / May your strength give 
us strength / May your faith give us faith / May your 
hope give us hope / May your love give us love." 

"Empty Sky" is a reminder of those who lost loved 
ones during what would have been just another day: "I 
woke up this morning, I could barely breathe / Just an 
empty impression / In the bed where you used to be / I 
want a kiss from your lips / I want an eye for an eye / I 
woke up this morning to an empty sky." 

The strongest and most poignant track is the session's 
closer, "My City of Ruins," which is both reverent and in- 
spirational: "There's a blood red circle / On the cold dark 
ground / And the rain is falling down / The church door's 
thrown open / I can hear the organ's song / But the 
congregation's gone / My city of ruins." Both the song — 
and the CD — end with an uplifting chorus imploring 
"Come on, rise up!" 

Lest you think this is a somber and depressing album, 
rest assured there's also plenty here to appease longtime 
Springsteen fans like the driving "Further On (Up the 
Road)" — an original, not to be confused with the Eric 




Clapton track of the same name — and the infectious 
"Mary's Place" which is vintage Bruce in the tradition of 
"Out in the Streets" and "Tenth Avenue Freeze-Out": "Meet 
me at Mary's place, / we're gonna have a party / Tell me 
how do we get this thing started / Meet me at Mary's 
place." 

Other standout tracks include "Let's Be Friends (Skin 
to Skin)," "The Fuse," and "Countin' On A Miracle." Like 
Springsteen's wonderfully coherent and consistent double- 
album The River, there's nary a clinker in this over 70 minute 
collection — which is all-too-rare these days. It's good to 
know The Boss can still craft catchy tunes and belt them 
out with conviction after all these years. 

As for his cohorts in the E Street Band, they've never 
sounded better.
